the  price  because  it  was  a  rare  transportation  token.  David  notes  that  he  owns  one  of  the  known 
two  specimens  and  that  he  has  turned  down  a  $200.00  offer  for  his.  A  more  complete  description 
of  the  piece  is  as  follows:  Obv:  Susquehanna  Coal  Co  /  Value  /  2  /  cents  /  Nanticoke  Bridge 
Rev:  Footmans  Pass  /  Good  for  /  one  trip  31mm  -solid  made  of  celluloid 

Dodrill's  reference  guide  notes  that  the  Susquehanna  Coal  Company  of  Nanticoke,  Pa.  operated 
from  1903  to  1906.  Thus,  since  this  was  a  $200.00  transportation  token,  I  am  still  curious  as 
to  the  top  price  paid  for  a  strictly  coal  token.  Can  anyone  top  the  $100.00  price.  I  know  of 
a  few  in  this  bracket  from  Indian  Territory  (Oklahoma).  Let's  have  your  comments  on  this.

BLANK  LISTING  PAGE  -  Many  members  have  inquired  as  to  how  to  record  their  tokens  so  that 
ready  reference  can  be  made  without  digging  out  the  actual  tokens  each  time.  Included  with 
this  bulletin  is  a  copy  of  the  form  that  I  personally  use.  It  was  designed  by  Scriptor  Paul  Jensen 
and  the  sample  copy  enclosed  can  be  used  by  you  as  a  guide  for  having  sheets  prepared.  Be 
sure  and  get  the  paper  with  the  mylar  edge  so  that  the  pages  will  not  tear  from  the  three  ring 
binders.  Too,  I  would  suggest  that  you  leave  plenty  of  room  between  each  company  listing. 

As  new  companies  become  known,  you  will  have  space  to  record  the  additions.  Too,  as  has  been 
noted,  some  companies  had  scrip  manufactured  from  several  sources,  thus,  the  need  for  space  for 
the  varieties.  The  sample  sheet  gives  ample  room  to  note  the  company  -  location  -  type  of  metal  - 
punch,  if  any  -  and  who  manufactured  the  piece.  Too,  the  denomination  can  be  "x'd"  in  and 

the  last  space  can  be  used  to  record  notes  on  the  value  of  each  piece  as  determined  from  the 
going  price  in  auction  sales  and  other  sources.

article  in  the  current  issue  of  "Franklin  Mint  Almaixic"  on  gold.  If  you  do  not  presently  belong  to 
The  Franklin  Mint  collectors  club,  better  get  your  name  on  the  mailing  list...  ..Arlie  is  a  West 
Virginia  native  and  recently  wrote  in  regard  to  a  statement  in  last  issue  by  Scriptor  Paul  Mace. 

Mr.  Mace  noted  that  the  medal  for  the  W.Va,  Centennial  in  1963  in  plastic  was  the  first  ever 
made  by  the  U.  S.  Mint  and  also  that  the  bronze  and  silver  Centennial  medals  were  the  first  proof 
medals  ever  made  by  the  U.  S.  Mint  for  a  state.  Arlie  writes  that  the  plastic  $1  token  made  for 
the  Centennial,  not  the  medal,  was  made  by  the  Dupont  Company,  He  notes  also  that  the  first 
proof  medal  by  the  Mint  was  in  1876  for  the  Nevada  dollar.  Although  called  a  dollar,  it  is 
really  a  medal  struck  for  the  State  of  Nevada  from  Nevada  silver.  The  Pa.  Bicentennial  medal 

was  struck  by  the  Mint  in  1882  in  various  metals,  etc . Scriptor  Colonel  Bill  Murray  of 

Ozone,  Arkansas  gives  "Scrip  Talk"  a  plug  in  the  current  issue  of  Numismatic  Scrapbook  Mag¬ 
azine.  The  bulletin  -  along  with  other  club  bulletins  -  is  pictured  on  Page  37.  We  enjoyed 

dining  with  Bill  at  the  TAMS  banquet  last  year  in  Miami . Scriptbr  Frank  Elam  inquires  about 

a  token  from  Big  Creek  Mercantile  Company.

This  material  was  consigned  to  the  scrap 
pile  for  burning  and  most  of  it  did  get  destroyed  before  I  was  aware  of  it.  The  load  that 
I  did  get  is  related  to  mining  in  West  Virginia,  Kentucky,  Tennessee,  etc.  and  was  the 
personal  files  of  some  mining  engineers  who  were  active  in  the  early  part  of  the  century. 
The  above  letter  from  President  Theodore  Roosevelt  is  only  a  small  sample  of  the  wealth 
of  material .  If  you  would  like  to  share  some  of  this  material  with  me,  please  let  me  know 
aryd  I  will  include  samples  in  future  issues.  Too,  please  see  the  other  side  of  this  page  for 
another  sample  of  the  varied  material .

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Note:  Many  coUectors  have  asked  about  condition  grading  on  coal  scrip. 

It  is  the  concensus  of  most  collectors  that  condition  is  NOT  a  factor  like 
in  coin  collecting  because  of  the  use  made  of  coal  scrip.  Some  mines 
had  only  a  limited  quantity  of  scrip  made  and  recirculated  it  among  the 
^ployees  on  a  daily  basis,  thus,  lots  of  worn  items  from  this  cbmpany. 

Other  locations  lasted  only  a  short  time,  thus,  their  scrip  shows  little 
wear.  This  subject  would  make  an  interested  article  for  a  future  issue  I
